The QonimiBsioners to examine the reports 


of surveys for a ship canal across the Isth- 
mus of Uarion have made u most thorough 
examination of all the evidence before them 
and warmly urge upon Congress tho need 
of speedy action. 


Iii examining the various reports objet- 


tlous of almost an insurmountable nature 
wera found in all but the Nicaragua route. 
It is a longer route than any of the others, 
with tho exception perhaps of tho Tehuan- 
tepec route, but its other advantages more 
than make up for the bad feature of length. 
It is tho only route where the climate is not 
dangerous to health. 
In tho lower routes 


malaria would destroy tho greater portion of 
tho workmen before the canal could be com- 
pleted. 


It is the only route where a proper supply 


of water could be found, Laka Nicaragua 
upon this route being capable of furnishing 
a constant and uniform supply of water. 


Tho other " routes are very defective iu 


many other ways. They extend through a 
worthless waste of country impossible of de- 
velopment. 


The route through Nicaragua is repre- 


sented as the paradifio of Central America 
and would return untold 
wealth under

In reference to the Black bills country tbo 
commissioner recommends tbat legislation 
be now sought from Congress, offering a 
fair nnd full equivalent for tbo country 
lying between tbe north and south forks of 
the Cheyenne lliver in Dakota.

equivalent to be offered the Sioux, as help- 
less wards of the government, for the Black 
hille, will bo found by estimating what 800 
square miles of gold fields are \vortb to us, 
and what 2,000 square miles of timber, ag- 
ricultural and grazing lands aro worth to 
them.

Ohio preliminary to tbe organization of a 
general assembly would be best adapted for 
tlio territory at present. He recommends 
tbat tne matter bo again brought before 
Congress. Tha commissioner opposes tbo 
transfer of the Indian bureau to tho War 
Department, but recommends that tho pur- 
chasing, inspecting 
and transporting of 


goods nnd supplies required to subsist tho 
Indians be done by tbat department. 
Tbo 


commissioner speaks in tbo highest terms of 
the aid afforded by the different religious 
bodies of tbe country, and earnestly hopes 
that Congress will removo tho difficulties 
•which havo heratoforo been experienced in 
procuring tbo enactment of tho laws, and 
necessary appropriations for tho training 


. nnd education of tho Indians. None but 


tho very bost men, ho says, should bo ap- 
pointed as agents, and expresses the bopo 
that tho government will still be inclined to 
call upon tbe religious bodies of tbo country 
to name tbe men. 
It is not expected tbat a 


deficiency for this year will arise exceeding 
$200,000. The cost of maintaining oil tho 
Indians, except tho wilder tribes, will stead- 
ily decrease from this time until thoy cease 
to bo ft burden to the government. It is 
not improbable, however, that such an ad- 
ditional expeudituro will bo required in 
bringing tbe wilder tribes into tbo begin- 
ning of civilization,, as will make- iho totals 
of appropriations for three or four years to 
come equal to tboso of tho last threo years, 
and perhaps greater.
